Expenditure on ‘Overseas travel’ would include: 


Any costs incurred from sending NRS employees out with the UK to attend business 
related activities. 


Expenditure on ‘Hospitality and entertainment’ would include: 


Any costs incurred holding conferences and providing teas and coffees for external 
visitors directly related to business activities. 


Expenditure on for ‘External consultancy’ would include: 


Advice sought to support management in the delivery or design of a project or 
service. Such expenditure excludes any outsourced costs for buying service 
delivery. 


Payments of more than £25,000 


Payments include all individual payment transactions, including payments for goods 
and services, grants or grant-in-aid to third parties and transactions with government 
departments or other public bodies. It does not however include information relating 
to remuneration or other payments made to an individual in relation to their service 
as a member or employee of a public body (including office-holders and company 
directors or secretaries), such as salary, bonuses, allowances, fees, pension, 
voluntary severance, compromise agreements or redundancy payments. A full list of 
individual transactions in excess of £25,000 over the financial year 2012-13 can be 
found at the link.
